The International Political Headquarters ( a) pS i @ A f ) requested 
MAO Tae~tung on 10 June 1949 to send to Canton two of his most valuable men 
to work there.

2. The two men arrived in Hong Kong on 13 dune 1949 and were received by CHIA0 
Mu of the International Political Headquarters. 


3e On 15 dune instructions were sent to Ganton to CHING Minesim (B6 GK. = ) 
and to CHEN Tauxtung (fe —3- i) to prepare to receive WANG and TENG, who are 
to set up immediately the Fifth Branch Office of the Internatioral Political 
Headquarters. 


4. WANG Tsung, a native of Mongolia » 19 about 52 years of ae » Speaks Mandarin, 
and was trained in the Moscow Political Academy » 


5. TENG Cho=shou is a native of Peiping, abort 55 years old, speaks Mandarin, 
Cantonese and ingiish, and was an officer in the 8 Route Amy and confidential 
secretary to CHOU En=lai, He has 2 private tea business in Foochow,
